A MAN who swerved round 
cars and a bus in a dramatic 
high-speed police chase 
through Halesowen has 
been jailed.

Singh, of Smethwick, was 
spotted by police driving at 
close to twice the speed limit 
in Hagley Road West. 

He then led a chase which 
saw him “undertake” a bus 
and squeeze between two 
stationary cars before finally 
hitting a traffic sign. He was 
arrested. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday, Singh, 24, 
of Arden Road, was jailed for 
six months and disqualified 
from driving for 12 months. 

He had pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving and using 
a vehicle without insurance 
at an earlier hearing at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

Geoffrey Dann, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the incident started 
when police saw Singh, who 
moved to the UK two years 
ago, driving a black Vauxhall 
Corsa, at 12.40pm on Sep¬ 
tember 28 in West Hagley 
Road. 

Suddenly the car acceler¬ 
ated to 51mph in what was a 
30mph zone. 

Charnjit Jutla, defending, 
said Singh panicked when he 
saw police. He added: “He is 
deeply remorseful for what 
he had done.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said 
it was “good fortune was no- 
one injured”. 

Homes for 
care centre 

A RESPITE care centre in 
West Bromwich which 
closed with the loss of 33 jobs 
could be bulldozed and 
turned into new homes. 

Warstone House was put 
up for sale by Sandwell 
Council earlier this year fol¬ 
lowing its closure last April. 
It had been used by 72 fami¬ 
lies. 

Worcestershire-based 
Lioncourt Homes Ltd has 
now submitted a demolition 
notification to Sandwell 
Council to clear the site to 
pave the way for new homes. 

If approved, the proposed 
start date for the demolition 
would be December 1. 


TOWN'S TESCO IS TO 
OPEN NEXT SUMMER 


TRADERS in West Bromwich have 
welcomed the announcement that the 
giant Tesco Extra being built as part of 
the town’s £200 million regeneration 
will open in June. 

Supermarket chiefs are targeting June 23 as an 
opening date. The provisional date has been sent out 
to nearly 1,200 people hoping for jobs. 


They have signed up to 
receive updates on employ¬ 
ment prospects at the Tesco 
store through the town’s Job 
Centre Plus. 

Recruitment is antici¬ 
pated to start around Easter 
next year for the 325 roles 
being created at the 
144,236sq ft store. 

Sandwell Chamber of 
Commerce president Ninder 
Johal said: “This is a good 
piece of news which seems 
generally to point to signs of 
the slow recovery of the 
economy in West Bromwich. 

“The area has had a lot of 
money spent on it. It is great 
news from the point of view 
of retail in general.

Council to 
decide on 
parking 
charges 

PLANS to double the cost of 
car parking in Sandwell and 
introduce charges at 19 new 
sites are due to be approved 
by the borough council. 

Borough chiefs want to 
introduce the new charges 
in April next year. 

A report to the borough’s 
neighbourhoods boss Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones recommends 
that he approve the plans at 
a meeting on Friday. 

It will cost £140,000 to 
bring in the changes which 
will cover the installation of 
pay and display machines 
and signs. 

If the plan goes ahead, 
parking in central West 
Bromwich will rise from 40p 
per hour to 80p per hour, and 
from 20p to 40p per hour at 
car parks outside the town. 

Charges will be brought in 
at car parks in Cradley 
Heath, Old Hill, Smethwick 
and Great Bridge. It is also 
proposed to restrict the 
maximum period of waiting 
to four hours in the car 
parks at Market Place and 
Lower High Street in 
Cradley Heath. 

The plans have been met 
with dismay from traders 
and business leaders in the 
borough who fear trade will 
be hit. 

However, just 10 people 
have responded to a consul¬ 
tation on the plans. 

A report to Councillor 
Jones states: “The proposed 
increases are considered to 
be sustainable in terms of 
relative charging levels.”

Plan for new flats at former care home 


PLANS have been submitted for the 
£1 million revamp of a former Great 
Barr care home which has been 
taken over by the YMCA. 

The charity has bought the 
former John Dando House from 
Sandwell Council. The building 
closed last year with the loss of 19 
jobs. 

A planning application outlining 
proposals for alterations and the 


refurbishment of the building and 
change of use from a care home to 31 
self-contained flats has been lodged. 

The YMCA Black Country Group 
is proposing to renovate the build¬ 
ing, in Hamstead Road, to create 
flats to attract young professionals. 

Steve Clay, chief executive of 
YMCA Black Country Group said: 
“There is tremendous need for dif¬ 
ferent types of accommodation in 


the borough. We have identified this 
building as ideal for young profes¬ 
sionals who are starting out in their 
working lives, and where they can 
play an active part in the local com¬ 
munity. 

“Ward councillors have also asked 
us to allow for older single people 
who may be down-sizing from 
council property.” 

The exterior will be largely 


unchanged. 

The scheme is supported by 
Sandwell Council and the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Local 
Government, and is expected to cost 
more than £lm and take six months 
to be completed. If approved, the 
development will include an onsite 
warden and a community-based 
mentor scheme.

Primary 
told by 
Ofsted to 
improve 

A PRIMARY school in 
Cradley Heath requires 
improvement, according to 
its latest Ofsted inspection. 

Government inspectors 
have rated Temple Meadow 
Primary School’s overall 
effectiveness as requiring 
improvement, following the 
inspection of the site in 
Wrights Lane, Cradley 
Heath, on October 11 and 
12 . 

The report states that the 
pace of learning in maths 
and reading lessons is not 
fast enough to ensure that 
pupils always make good 
progress. 

And it adds that teachers 
do not take enough account 
of pupils with special educa¬ 
tional needs when planning 
lessons and deploying teach¬ 
ing assistants. 

However, it adds that 
strong leadership from the 
headteacher and deputy 
headteacher are bringing 
about “important and sus¬ 
tained improvements” and 
pupils have good attitudes to 
learning and feel safe in 
school. 

The Ofsted report adds 
that pupils make good 
progress in writing “because 
they are inspired by the new 
topics and have many oppor¬ 
tunities to write in different 
subjects”.

Max Wide, director of 
iMPOWER, said: “Sandwell 
has made great strides in 
improving children’s serv¬ 
ices and our approach will be 
to build on what it has 
achieved.”

Plans submitted for £9m health centre

DETAILED plans for a £9 million new 
health centre in Wednesbury have been 
submitted to Sandwell Council. 

The long-awaited scheme in High Bullen 
will provide new facilities for users of two 
GP surgeries, Mailing Health and The 
Spires Health Centre. The project won 
outline planning approval in April this 
year and will be located next to the leisure 
centre. 

Planning documents state: “The pro¬ 
posed development will provide an inte¬ 
grated design, joining healthcare with 
wellness to bring new life to the Wednes¬ 


bury leisure centre site. An overall aim is 
to create a campus feel with the existing 
leisure centre and the new health centre 
that will be accessible to the whole com¬ 
munity.” 

The documents state that since outline 
planning permission was granted, design 
company One Creative Environments has 
taken over as the design team and the pro¬ 
posed scheme has been redesigned. 

The building will front on to Dudley 
Street and it will keep the existing vehicle 
access off Dudley Street. 

A new public plaza has been created as 


a gateway to the development and on-site 
parking will be shared between the 
leisure and health centres. 

The site will have security in the form 
of CCTV cameras. 

The planning documents add: “A con¬ 
siderable amount of consultation has 
taken place prior to this application being 
submitted. 

“This has included meetings, work¬ 
shops and presentations with a variety of 
stakeholders to ensure that the develop¬ 
ment will be well received and sup¬ 
ported.” 


Huge haul of illegal booze 
and cigs seized in swoops 


MORE than 40,000 smuggled 
cigarettes, 20kgs of tobacco and 
110 litres of booze - worth more 
than £11,000 in lost revenue - 
were seized in one week during a 
crime crackdown in Sandwell. 

Customs and trading standards officers 
seized the biggest haul, of 34,000 cigarettes 
and 12 kilograms of hand-rolled tobacco, 
from a house in West Bromwich. 

This followed on from another operation 
the previous week at a shop in West 
Bromwich in which cigarettes and tobacco 
confiscated. 

The raids were part of the third week of 
the Safer 6 campaign which is operating in 
the borough. 

Other suspected smuggled items, includ¬ 
ing 6,200 cigarettes, 8kgs of tobacco and 
110 litres of spirits, were also taken from 
six shops in the Smethwick area. Investiga¬ 
tions following both operations are 
ongoing. 

Inspections 

Meanwhile, offenders doing Community 
Payback put in 588 hours and cleared eight 
tons of waste from areas including canal 
towpaths, the Oxford Street green space in 
Wednesbury, Thorn Close, Wednesbury, 
and Richmond Street pathway, Harvills 
Hawthorn. 

Firefighters also carried out inspections 
at 11 shops selling fireworks. 

A total of 12 people were also arrested 
following police patrols which saw drugs 
seized nine times, including a cannabis 
raid at a home in Carisbrooke Road, Friar 
Park, which led to three of the arrests. 

During a road safety operation in 
Crankhall Lane, Wednesbury, they also 
checked 30 vehicles. Residents in Wednes¬ 
bury were also visited by Sandwell Homes 
anti-social behaviour officers and police.

Three jailed for Christmas Dav robbery 


THREE men who took part in a 
Christmas Day robbery of family 
presents have been sentenced to a 
total of more than 13 years in prison. 

Two young children were terrified 
by the ordeal, in which a man was 
pushed into a Christmas tree and 
assaulted with a bottle. 

After a day of drinking and taking 
drugs Kieron Hale, Joel Parker and 
Carl Little went to the home of 
Hale’s ex-partner Lisa Leighton in 


Meadow Walk, Cradley Heath, in the 
early hours of Christmas Day last 
year. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard how 30-year-old Hale, now of 
no fixed address but previously of 
Windmill Hill, Halesowen, had split 
up with Miss Leighton a few weeks 
earlier. 

Prosecutor David lies said 
Leighton’s then partner and former 
friend of Hale, Bryan Sullivan, 


answered the door and was 
assaulted. 

Miss Leighton and her two girls 
aged 13 and 15 were upstairs. 

Escape 

Miss Leighton was struck by 
Parker before police turned up to 
apprehend him and Hale as they 
tried to escape with the presents. 
Little had already fled. 

Parker, aged 25 and of Chillington 


Walk, Rowley Regis, admitted his 
role in the robbery, as did Hale. 

Twenty-two-year-old Little, of 
Windmill Hill, Halesowen, denied 
the charge but a jury convicted him 
after a trial last month. 

Hales and Parker were given four 
years and eight months, with Parker 
receiving an extra eight months for 
a separate burglary in Stourbridge 
in 2011. 

Little was sentenced to four years.

A REVOLUTIONARY system to provide virtual 
television visits for people needing care has 
been installed in a GP’s surgery and a resi¬ 
dential home. 

Sandwell Council’s adult social care department and the 
borough’s Primary Care Trust combined earlier this year to 
become the first borough in the country to pilot the system. 
The scheme, called STAY - Sandwell Telecare Assisting You 
- - involves a two-way link 
through people’s TVs or 
computers, and 40 systems 
have been installed. 

One system has been 
installed at Regis Medical 
Centre, and Tendercare Ltd, 
formally known as George 
Leonard rest home, both in 
Rowley Regis. 

When a resident of the 
home needs a consultation, 
rather than arranging for a 
GP to visit the Oldbury 
Road home, the consulta¬ 
tion can now take place via a 
video link. 

People can see a GP 
sooner. Previously, an 
appointment would have 
had to be made outside 
normal surgery hours. 

Beneficial 

Dr. David Hamilton from 
Your Health Partnership at 
Regis Medical Centre said: 
“It is early days of using the 
system but we feel it will 
prove beneficial in manag¬ 
ing some of our patients.” 

Christine Stanton, 
manager of Tendercare Ltd, 
added: “The system seems 
to be working well. 

“Some service users like 
the system, where others are 
unsure and like the GP to 
visit in person. 

A few outside agencies 
like the community matron 
and paramedics think the 
system is helpful for having 
a second opinion whether a 
person should be admitted 
in to hospital.” 

Councillor Dr. Ann Jaron, 
said: “The introduction of 
the 4G network will allow 
further developments to 
complement existing per¬ 
sonal care services.” 


Decision 
to delay 
underpass 
defended 

A DECISION to postpone 
the completion of the A41 
underpass in West 
Bromwich has been justified 
by Sandwell Council. Work 
on the scheme began in June 
2010 and was officially com¬ 
pleted on Monday. 

But the project was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted by late 2011. 

Cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“Logistically this was a 
massive scheme, and the 
work programme could have 
been kept on the original 
target had we taken the 
decision to close the dual 
carriageway for the under¬ 
pass to be built. 

“But that would have 
caused massive traffic prob¬ 
lems setting up long diver¬ 
sions as between 70,000 and 
110,000 vehicles use the A41 
daily. We took the decision to 
carry out this massive 
project and at the same time 
keep traffic flowing. 

“Obviously that meant 
the work slowing but it 
avoided massive traffic hold¬ 
ups in nearby locations had 
the dual carriageway been 
closed.”

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Hospital 
invests 
in heart 
machine 

SANDWELL Hospital has 
invested £2.3 million in a 
machine to help identify 
early onset of coronary heart 
disease and save lives. 

The CT scanner means 
patients at the West 
Bromwich hospital will no 
longer have to have invasive 
surgery for a heart testas a 
scan can be done in seconds. 

Sandwell has the highest 
level of coronary heart 
disease in the West Mid¬ 
lands. Many patients have a 
test called a coronary 
angiogram to find out if they 
have heart disease. 

Now a new test doing the 
same type of angiogram but 
without the need to get to 
the heart has been intro¬ 
duced. Using the new CT 
scanner, the test can be done 
in less than 10 seconds 
without the need to put a 
tube into the heart. 

The scanner can identify 
early disease not seen on the 
traditional angiogram and 
in three out of four patients, 
an invasive angiogram may 
no longer be required. 

Dr Derek Connolly, con¬ 
sultant cardiologist said: 
“This massive leap in tech¬ 
nology will save many lives 
by identifying patients with 
heart disease early and 
allowing us to treat them 
and avoid heart attacks.” 

The project aims at a safer 
diagnostic test for patients 
experiencing chest pain. 

Stranded 
fans get 
team help 

FORMER Albion star Derek

Mclnnes, who is Bristol 
City manager, saw the group 
stranded after his team lost

The Scotsman and his 
players clubbed together to 
hand over £300 to help the 
fans return to Bristol. 

Mclnnes said: “We 

wanted to help out. It looked 
like they would have a three- 
hour wait for roadside recov¬ 
ery. Given the fact there 
were 17 of them, we couldn’t 
get them on the team bus, so 
everyone in the squad got 
together to help out.” 

The supporters later 
tweeted kitman Scott 
Murray to thank the players 
and tell them they had 
arrived home safely. 


Area is among UK's worst for failing pubs 


SOME parts of the Black Country including 
Tipton, have been named as some of the 
worst in the country for the number of pub 
closures this year, according to new figures. 

Tipton, Wolverhampton and Brierley Hill 
have been among the hardest hit nationally. 

In Wolverhampton alone, 30 pubs have 
called time in the past four years. The Cam¬ 
paign For Real Ale says that in 2009 seven 
pubs in Wolverhampton closed down, five in 
2010 and nine in 2011. 

So far this year there have already been 13 
closures in and around the city. 

Five closures have been reported so far in 


Brierley Hill this year and four recorded in 
Tipton, including the Royal Oak. 

In Wolverhampton, The Mitre has been 
closed along with the former Varsity pub in 
the city centre. 

Pub preservation officer for the Wolver¬ 
hampton branch of Camra, Jim Laws, said: 
“There are two things, the first one is the 
tax on beer, which means it is more expen¬ 
sive to drink in pubs than to buy a drink at 
the supermarket. 

“The other main problem is that a lot of 
the pubs are run by companies and they 
have to buy their beer from them, it is more 


expensive than buying it direct, which 
impacts on the customer.” 

Nationally, Camra says 18 pubs are 
closing every week, a figure which has 
increased from 12 a week in the past year. 

Quality 

However, some pubs in the city are still 
doing well, including the popular Great 
Western in Corn Hill. 

Licensee and proprietor Jamie Atkins 
said: “In the future you are not going to see 
anywhere near the number of pubs that you 
used to. But well-run, quality operations 


that offer value for money and service, will 
continue.” 

But it is not all gloom for the region’s pub 
trade. 

A new Hungry Horse pub is being created 
as part of a wider multi-million pound trans¬ 
formation of the landmark Goodyear site off 
Stafford Road. 

Another landmark pub in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton has also just been given a £160,000 
facelift before being re-opened as a sports 
bar. The Globe, formerly the Alexandra, has 
been closed for six weeks. 


Twist of fate was the key

AN EAR infection and a band of 
musicians who entertained 
cinema audiences put Barry 
Smith on the road to a lifetime of 
music.

“My dad got me lessons for half-a-crown a 
week - in those days my dad was only 
earning £7 a week working at Chances 
Glassworks,” says Barry, who has a daugh¬ 
ter, Heidi, and son, Marcus as well as four 
grandchildren. 

“I started lessons in the March and by 
August I was put in for my first competition 
and I came second.” 

Within five years, Barry, a pupil at Holt 
Road Primary and Hill and Cakemore Sec¬ 
ondary Modern, was playing concerts 
around the country, sharing the stage with 
Max Bygraves, Mike and Bernie Winters 
and comedian Frankie Poole. 

He went on to be part of the Barry 
Schmidt Bavarian Band, and for the last 20 
years, has been a member of the Master 
Butchers’ Band. 

His talent has taken him round the globe, 
and he has performed for celebrities includ¬ 
ing Bill Gates and Richard Branson. 

Barry, who grew up in Blackheath and has

Appeal bid 
of phoney 
expert is 
thrown out 


A FAKE immigration expert who cheated 
thousands of pounds from desperate immi¬ 
grant families has failed in an Appeal Court 
bid to clear his name. 

Shacky Herbert Mukwakwami, aged 51, of Rayford 
Drive, West Bromwich, passed himself off as somebody 


qualified to plead cases to 
the Home Office, to take 
advantage of those desper¬ 
ate to stay in the UK. 

He charged thousands of 
pounds for unqualified 
advice. 

Mukwakwami admitted 
two counts of providing 
immigration advice while 
not qualified to do so at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in July last year. 

Admitted 

He was later sentenced to 
a 12-month jail term, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He was also ordered to do 
150 hours of unpaid work 
and pay £8,575 in compensa¬ 
tion and costs. 

Despite having previously 
admitted his guilt, Mukwak¬ 
wami asked Lord Justice 
Moore-Bick, Mr Justice 
Collins and Judge Nicholas 
Cooke QC, sitting at 
London’s Criminal Appeal

Court, for permission to 
appeal against his convic¬ 
tions. 

At the hearing last week 
he said he had been “com¬ 
pelled to plead guilty” by his 
lawyers and that “his mind 
did not go with his plead¬ 
ings.” 

Mr Justice Collins, said: 
“He says that lies have been 
told about him by virtually 
everyone who has ever said 
anything about him.” 

The judge concluded: 
“There was no question of 
forcing him to plead guilty. 
The evidence against him 
was very strong indeed. 

“He had charged substan¬ 
tial sums for giving advice 
that he was not entitled to 
give.”

Jobs at risk as under-fire 


helpline is restructured

IT may only be November but staff at a 
beauty spot are already getting into the 
festive spirit. 

Christmas hampers are being sold in 
the gift shop to raise money for the 
upkeep of Sandwell Valley Country Park 
and Santa Claus is due to spend his first 
weekend at the park’s grotto on Novem¬ 


ber 24 and 25. Staff are also gearing up 
for a Christmas craft fair featuring a 
brass band and stalls on December 15 
and 16. 

More than 100 Christmas hampers 
were sold last year and senior reception¬ 
ist Pat Moore said they had brought 
them back by popular demand. 


TWENTY-ONE people have 
been placed at risk of 
redundancy under plans to 
overhaul a helpline in 
Sandwell. 

The ASSIST service which helps 
adult social care users, and 
processes disabled people’s Blue 
Badge applications, is being restruc¬ 
tured. 

The service which has a helpline 
and also answers queries via email, 
fax and post, suffered damage to its 
reputation last year when it was 
found that callers were being kept 
waiting too long on the phone. 

That damage was cited as one 
reason for the sweeping changes to 
the service. 

Staff will be put at risk because 
the service is being completely 
remodelled, and current roles will be 
wiped out. 

Slicker 

And although councillors say 
there are sufficient posts within the 
new structure for no-one to actually 
lose their jobs, they have earmarked 
January 7 next year for any 
employee who is not redeployed. 

It is not yet known how much 
money the moves will save. 

Councillor Dr Ann Jaron, the 
borough’s adult social care chief, 
said: “The restructure was devised 
to make the whole process slicker. 
No-one should be made redundant 
as there are sufficient posts in the 
new structure to cater for the 
current staff.” 

The restructure will include axing 
8.51 full-time equivalent posts of 
customer service advisers, and cre¬ 
ating seven full-time equivalent 
contact centre support officers on a 
lower pay grade.

History is preserved in 
these 'ordinary' streets 


WANDERING around the Black 
Country (as I do) it’s all too easy to 
miss the history preserved in appar¬ 
ently ordinary streets. 

One story not often told, but particu¬ 
larly important to the area is the history 
of council housing. 

Every third home in the Black 
Country was built by a local authority 
and for the first three quarters of the 
20th century the figure was nearer a 
half. So, hundreds of thousands of 
family histories are tied up with this 
particular kind of architecture. 

Despite its far-reaching implications, 
the first chapter in the story of council 
housing in the Black Country hasn’t left 
us much of a visible legacy. In fact its 
beginnings are now only archaeology, 
inauspiciously buried under an 
unmarked car park in Wolverhampton. 

Soon after the first council house was 
built in London in the late 19th century, 
Wolverhampton Borough commissioned 
a terrace of cottage tenements. Between 
1902 and the First World War they stood 
alone as the only municipal housing in 
the Black Country. Demolished in the

1980s, the site on the Birmingham Road 
is now a car dealer’s forecourt. 

Despite this loss, most council houses 
built in the Black Country are still 
around today (as opposed to council flats, 
which have not lasted so well). So we can 
put together a story of the rest of the 20th 
century in surviving buildings. 

Different 

The candidates for the oldest standing 
council houses in the Black Country all 
originate in the plans for the end of the 
First World War, the start of widespread 
house-building by municipalities. 

Complicating the picture in the Black 
Country were the literally dozens of 
councils covering the area. Each had a 
slightly different approach and probably 
used different architects. 

Examples built before 1920 include the 
houses on Kate’s Hill, Dudley and on 
Stream Park, Kingswinford. 

The experience of house building in the 
inter-war years also differed between 


Black Country councils: those on the 
coalfield like Bilston, Darlaston and 
Tipton struggled to find suitable land 
and often had to level pit mounds and 
the topping of shafts before they could 
plan new estates. 

Even then they had to avoid canals 
and railways criss-crossing the area 
leading to estates being severed from 
older settlements, such as the so-called 
‘Lost City’ in Tipton. Houses built next 
to the canal at Rough Hay, Darlaston 
were typical of those built on former 
colliery land in the 1920s. 

By contrast, in the days before the 
green belt, towns around the edge of 
the ‘Black Country proper’ were able to 
plan larger estates expanding over 
farmland. Bristnall near Smethwick 
and the kilometre-long Low Hill estate 
near Wolverhampton are legacies of 
this approach.

Work steaming ahead 
at £l22m incinerator

WORK on a £122 million incin¬ 
erator where Sandwell 
rubbish will be burned, is 
ploughing forward. 

The structure for the development, 
which will generate power for around 
32,000 homes, can now be seen at the 
Four Ashes Industrial Park, where it is 
based just off the A449 Stafford Road 
in South Staffordshire. 

Work on the development started in 
June 2011 and is set to be finished by 
December next year. 

This weekend members of the public 
had a rare glimpse behind the scenes at 


the site as part of the construction 
industry’s first Open Doors weekend. 

Once it is up and running, rubbish 
that can’t be recycled from Sandwell, 
Worcestershire, Walsall and Stafford¬ 
shire will be taken there to be burnt in 
a process that produces electricity. 

Working 

Work on the office block is develop¬ 
ing well and contractors revealed that 
there will be a giant bunker where the 
rubbish will be brought. 

One completed the building will also 
have one of the largest grass roofs in 
the country. Up to 300 people, most of 
them local, will be working on the con¬ 


struction and the development will 
create 40 jobs. 

Paul Gouland, marketing director at 
Clugston Construction which is 
working on the project said: “This 
major project is having significant 
benefit to the local economy during 
construction with at least 87 per cent 
of the workforce and a large proportion 
of the supply chain having been 
sourced locally.” 

At the open weekend was 67-year- 
old Peter Sanders from Coven. He said: 
“I have very much enjoyed seeing the 
site come together. They have been 
very open.”

A KEY Sandwell canal 
bridge will have £400,000 
strengthening work done 
to carry heavier loads. 

After the work, Brades Hall 
bridge which provides vital access 
to Tipton and Dudley town centres, 
will be able to handle 44 tons. 

It carries Dudley Road East over 
the Birmingham Canal and is 
owned by The Canal and River 
Trust. After work is done it is pro¬ 
posed that Sandwell Council takes 
ownership and contribute 
£200,000 to the cost of the work. 

A report to borough neighbour¬ 
hoods boss, Councillor Ian Jones, 
says an assessment of load-carry¬ 
ing done in 1995, revealed it only 
had a 7.5 ton capacity. 

The trust, formerly British 
Waterways, has since maintained 
what is described as a “sub-stan¬ 
dard” bridge through an enhanced 
regime of inspections. 

Loading 

The Trust is responsible for 
strengthening the bridge to make it 
capable of carrying 24-ton vehicles. 

Sandwell would be responsible 
for additional costs to provide for 
the additional loading of vehicles of 
up to 44 tons. 

On Friday Councillor Jones will 
be recommended to agree to accept 
a contribution from the trust to 
secure the upgrading of the bridge. 

He is also recommended to agree 
that money is paid to the council 
from the trust for future mainte¬ 
nance to secure the transfer of own¬ 
ership of the bridge. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: “If we 
did not do this we wouldn’t be able 
to allow the larger lorries along the 
road, so these are important 
improvements. ”

Support growing on move 
to close busy level crossing 


MOVES to close a busy level crossing and 
create a new pedestrian bridge in Bloxwich 
have won public support - meaning the 
project is a step closer to becoming a reality. 

The plans to block the crossing at Reeves Street have 
been put forward by Network Rail and Walsall Council as 
part of the electrification of the Walsall to Cannock line. 


The crossing is used by 
drivers going between Blx- 
owich and nearby residen¬ 
tial and industrial estates. A 
bridge for pedestrians and 
cyclists would be built to 
replace the lost route. 

The nearby Central Drive 
bridge would be strength¬ 
ened to cope with the extra 
traffic. 

There were initial con¬ 
cerns about the impact on 
moving traffic to other 
routes and forcing lorries 
onto residential streets. 

Proposals 

However, a consultation 
exercise in the summer has 
revealed many people are in 
favour of the replacement 
measures. Further firm pro¬ 
posals are now due to be 
established. 

Walslall’s transport chief, 
Councillor Tom Ansell, said: 
“We have now concluded the 
initial consultation and 
would like to thank every¬ 
one for taking part. 

“It is clear from the 
responses we received that 
many are in favour of intro¬ 
ducing a pedestrian foot¬ 
bridge and widening and

strengthening the Central 
Drive bridge so we will be 
working with Network Rail 
to develop more definite pro¬ 
posals for the area.” 

He added, though, that 
not all the feedback was pos¬ 
itive and those results have 
also been passed on to 
Network Rail. 

“We owe it to the local 
community to find out what 
they think about the propos¬ 
als,” Councillor Ansell 
added. 

“The responses have been 
mixed and we have now pro¬ 
vided the results to Network 
Rail to progress it further. 
We are now consulting with 
local schools and parents.” 

It comes after the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport agreed 
£30 million plans to electrify 
the Chase Line, which runs 
between Walsall and 
Rugeley. Under the scheme, 
the numbers of trains per 
hour will be increased, speed 
of the line will go from 45 to 
75mph and the 20mph speed 
limit in Bloxwich removed 
by closing the level crossing.

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Order will use law to 
disperse gangs of yobs 


A NEW dispersal order which has 
come into force in Blakenall will 
see gangs of yobs being moved 
on. 

It follows complaints from residents over 
anti-social behaviour, noise and nuisance. 

Police also have powers to return anybody 
under the age of 16 to their home address 
between the hours of 9pm and 6am. The 
order, granted with agreement from Walsall 
Council, will run until April 8. 

Hawbush Road, Beeches Avenue and Stag 
Hill Road line the edge of the dispersal order 
area. The zone will also Archer Road and 
Roebuck Road. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, chairman of the 
Safer Walsall Partnership, said: “Anti-social 
behaviour across the borough is a major 
issue and whilst as a whole it is decreasing it 
remains a priority for all partners. 

“There is a lot of good work taking place 
to make people feel safer and the dispersal 
order will add to this. 

“Partners will continue to utilise the 
powers available to them to tackle these 
issues and there will be zero tolerance 
towards anti-social behaviour in our 
borough. Firm action will be taken against 
those whose behaviour makes life a misery 
for others.” 

Refusing to disperse when ordered is a 
criminal offence and could result in a fine of 
up to £5,000 and/or up to three months in jail.

TIME off accrued by flexi-time workers at 
Walsall Council is being cut from 20 days a 
year to eight after some staff were found to be 
abusing the system. 

Employees will still be ■ by Mark Mudie 
able to claim time off in lieu H--- 


when they are asked to 
exceed their contracted 
hours by chiefs, finance boss 
Councillor Chris Towe said. 

The changes will come 
into effect from January 1. 

“What we are doing is 
setting a new limit of two 
days off through flexi-time a 
quarter, rather than five,” 
Councillor Towe said. 

Claim 

“Anyone asked to work 
extra time will still be able to 
claim time off in lieu. 

“Five days a quarter on 
flexi-time was far too much 
but eight days a year will 
bring us in-sync with other 
public sector organisations. ” 

He continued: “I have no 
intention of removing flexi¬ 
ble time working but we 
have to make sure what we 
do is fit for the needs of the 
council.” 

Unions were consulted 


and workers were notified. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “Having analysed the 
usage on our system it was 
found that some people had 
been utilising excessive 
flexi-time and adding it on 
as holidays. 

“We have addressed this 
and we are confident that 
our staff will be happy with 
what they get. 

Two days a quarter is 
enough.” 

Flexible working helped 
Walsall’s £21 million New 
Art Gallery to re-open on 
Sundays. The council said 
there were no plans for addi¬ 
tional staff. 

New opening times 
started on September 30. It 
is expected to cost £15,000 
up to the end of March to re¬ 
open the gallery with 30 
staff.

Pick of the Week 


The past comes back to 
haunt grieving parents

I any parents will struggle to 
think of anything more 
terrifying than their child going 
missing, but The Secret of Crickley 
Hall somehow manages it. 

Based on a novel by horror king 
James Herbert, the three-part drama 
follows a couple who lose their son, 
and then move into a haunted house. 

But while it may sound like a 
nightmare, it’s part of what attracted 
Suranne Jones to the drama. 

She explains: “I think that’s the 
backdrop of any good ghost story - a 
missing child or some sort of trauma 
that kind of helps the audience relate 
to the characters.” 

So, viewers should prepare to have 
their bones chilled by this tale of Eve 
(Jones) and Gabe (Tom Ellis), who 
live in London with their three children. 

One day an exhausted Eve is in a 
playground with their son Cam, and 
briefly falls asleep - and when she 
wakes, the youngster is nowhere to be 
seen. Although the family cling to the 
hope that he will be found alive, 
almost a year passes with no news. 


Gabe eventually accepts a new job 
in the north, believing his wife and two 
daughters, Loren and Cally, will benefit 
from a change of scene. 

Unfortunately, it seems he may have 
made the wrong decision in moving to 
Crickley Hall, which turns out to have 
a sinister past. 

Running parallel to Gabe and Eve’s 
story are the events of 1943, when 
Crickley Hall was an orphanage, run 
by Augustus Cribben (Douglas 
Henshall) and his sister Magda (Sarah 
Smart). 

New tutor Nancy (Olivia Cooke) 
suspects the children are being 
mistreated, but no one seems to 
believe her. 

And when back in 2012, Cally and 
Loren experience visions of a man 
with a cane, it seems the time periods 
may not be as remote as we thought. 

For Suranne Jones, it’s the two 
timelines that make the drama so 
unique. “When I read the script, I’d 
never done anything in the ghost 
genre, and the narrative of a woman 
losing her child was the strong bit for 
me, as well as the two time frames. 


“You’re following a woman’s 
desperation, but then you’ll also see 
what she doesn’t see.” 

And unlike in most horror films, 
where you’re screaming at the 
characters to just get out of the 
haunted house, Eve has a reason for 
sticking around, even after the family 
dog runs off in terror. 

She becomes convinced that one of 
the ghostly presences in Crickley Hall 
is her son Cam, who seems to be 
telling her that the children hold the 
key to his disappearance and can tell 
her where he is... 

If it sounds creepy on the page, it 
should be even more unsettling on 
screen, and Jones admits she can’t 
wait to see the finished product. 

‘The CGI guys will get on top of it, 
there’ll be a brilliant composer, the 
editing will be great... I mean we need 
to do our job as well, but those are the 
things that are going to make it jumpy 
along the way.”

Act fast to snap up a home 
at popular development 


Rising demand 
fails to lift prices 

BUYER demand in the West Midlands rose at its fastest rate 
since the summer of2009 in October, says the latest housing 
market survey from the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur¬ 
veyors. 

The RICS in the West Midlands reported a boost in new 
buyer enquiries. The growing optimism shown in recent 
months may be translating into an upturn in activity. 

But despite demand seeing an upturn, prices across the 
West Midlands continued to dip, says the survey. Prices have 
now been in negative territory since May 2010. 

RICS spokesman Ian Perry said: “The number of poten¬ 
tial buyers going out and viewing property saw a welcome 
boost last month. 

“That being said, overall activity is still very low in most 
parts of the country and what the market desperately needs 
is for this to translate into actual sales.”

New Seat compact has a pedigree

SEAT has introduced the Ibiza Cupra. 
Shown first as a concept during April’s 
Beijing International Automotive Exhibi¬ 
tion, the Cupra is now unveiled in barely 
touched production form. 

The Ibiza Cupra is a package that’s simultane¬ 
ously compact and versatile, making it an extremely 
compelling day-to-day performance car. Perform¬ 
ance is scintillating, with a 0-62mph time of just 6.9 
seconds and a top speed of 142mph, yet it is excep¬ 
tionally efficient, with average fuel consumption of 
47.9 mpg. 

Due to arrive in the UK in January 2013 priced at 
£18,825, with order books opening next week, the 
new Ibiza Cupra follows more than 16 years of her¬ 
itage. The Cupra name was born in 1996 as a special, 
top-of-the-line Ibiza built to commemorate Seat’s 
World Rally Championship victory in the 2.0-litre 
category. Since then a Cupra has always featured in 
the Seat model line-up, with the name adorning both 
the Ibiza and Leon ranges. 

Supercharger 

Powered by a 1.4-litre TSI petrol engine that 
develops 180PS and 250Nm, owing to a turbocharger 
and a supercharger as well as direct injection, the 
latest Ibiza Cupra is truly worthy of the name, and 
begins the next chapter of the Cupra success story. 

The state-of-the-art TSI power unit is a compact 
piece of hi-tech equipment that guarantees excep¬ 
tionally refined performance during day-to-day 
driving, while a unique sound actuator in the 


exhaust system allows for an extra sporty sound 
when the driver desires it. And for extra driver 
involvement, the seven-speed DSG twin-clutch auto¬ 
matic transmission, with its extremely short shift 
times, can be operated via paddles mounted behind 
the steering wheel. 

The chassis of the Ibiza Cupra has been tuned for 
maximum agility and precision. The ride height has 
been lowered compared to the standard car, and an 
optional AP Performance braking system is avail¬ 
able, offering remarkable stopping power. 

An XDS electronic differential lock reduces the 
tendency to understeer and improves handling 
through fast corners, and an ESP electronic stability 
system incorporating hill start is part of the safety 
package that comes as standard on the Ibiza Cupra; 
the car has been awarded the maximum five stars in 
the Euro NCAP crash test. 

Integrated 

The edgy lines of the standard-fit bi-xenon lights 
are typical of the new Seat design language, while 
being perfectly integrated into the Ibiza’s sculptural 
form. 

The LED daytime running lights trace the line of 
the headlamps to deliver a unique light signature, as 
do the LED rear lights. The bi-xenon headlamp tech¬ 
nology delivers perfect illumination, while cornering 
lights are integrated into the large fog lamps. 

The side view of the three-door coupe is brought to 
life by the sharply defined lines and edges, with the 
muscular rear shoulders and exclusive 17in wheels 
underscoring the car’s dynamics. 


The black, high-gloss exterior mirrors provide a 
clear contrast to the paintwork of the Ibiza Cupra, 
while the powerful rear end underscores once again 
the special role of the Ibiza Cupra as the new bench¬ 
mark for compact cars - a broad bumper frames the 
substantial, matte black diffuser incorporating the 
trapezoidal exhaust outlet. 

The emotional power of the exterior design is 
repeated in the interior of the Ibiza Cupra, in its 
extremely minimalist, clearly structured cockpit; the 
exceptional feeling of quality, the ergonomic excel¬ 
lence and the precision of the workmanship all 
underscore Seat’s dedication to detail. The new 
sports steering wheel features the Cupra logo, and 
the shift paddles for the DSG transmission are 
within easy reach of the driver’s fingertips. Addition¬ 
ally, the Cupra features unique sports seats with 
optional two-colour leather upholstery. 

The entertainment system in the Ibiza Cupra is 
completely new - the high-performance audio 
system is enhanced by the innovative Seat Portable 
System. The highly functional unit, which debuted 
in the Mii city car, is removable for mobile use yet 
perfectly integrated into the vehicle electronics 
system. Its extensive functions include a navigation 
system, Bluetooth audio streaming, a Micro SD card 
slot for music storage, hands-free phone system with 
voice control, and an on-board computer. 

As the flagship car of the Ibiza range, the Cupra 
gets a number of standard equipment items over and 
above the Ibiza FR, which itself is a generously 
equipped model.

City car that 
delivers on 
fuel economy 



The Skoda Citigo is available in 60bhp and 75bhp engines 

SKODA has introduced yet another vehicle to 
its expanding portfolio of excellent cars, the 
Citigo. 

The vehicle, a city car, has very small exterior dimensions 
with exceptional interior space, offering ample accommoda¬ 
tion for four adults. Add in great manoeuvrability, excep¬ 
tional comfort and quite high levels of equipment, and Skoda 
says that the Citigo has been designed to deal with almost 
anything that life can throw at it. 

The amount of space in the Citigo is very good. The room 
for four adults is contained in a vehicle a mere 3,540mm long 
and 1,640mm wide. I sat in the back with my wife and we 
were comfortable with sufficient head and shoulder room, 
and legroom, even behind a 6ft tall driver. 

The boot is not over generous at 251 litres but there is 
enough room for the daily or weekly shopping. 

Dynamics 

One feature that the Citigo will reward you with is its 
ability to find car parking spaces. Spaces that you would nor¬ 
mally think impossible, can swallow up the Citigo. 

The driving dynamics are quite entertaining for such a 
small car. The engine is a three-cylinder 999cc and produces 
60bhp. There is also an option of more power but the smaller 
derivative will enable you to reach 62mph in 14 seconds and 
it runs out of puff at 99mph. There is a 75bhp option available 
and this knocks a second off the 0-60 time and raises your top 
speed to about 106mph. 

Fuel consumption figures claimed for both vehicles is in 
the region of mid-60s on the combined cycle. Phenomenal 
fuel figures are quoted, but as we all know these figures are 
achieved in laboratory conditions, but we should still be 
obtaining figures in the low-50s, which is exceptional. 

The important C02 figures are given as 105 and 108 
respectively for the two power derivatives, so you can expect 
a low road fund licence, and this is another bonus to reduce 
motoring costs. Not quite nil rated, but not far away at a mere 
£20 per annum. 

There are three versions available - S, SE and Elegance, 
entry level being the S with good, old fashioned wind-up 
windows, and sadly, no air conditioning. The SE is probably 
the model to go for. It has electric front windows, remote 
central locking, and manual air conditioning. 

I really do not want a vehicle without central locking, with 
wind-up windows and without air conditioning, things that 
we now take for granted. So I would avoid the S level, 
although all the models have ABS and four air bags, and all 
models except the entry level have an Electronic Brake 
Sensor facility. 

Sweetener 

You have to make a further choice between a three-door 
and a five. It is always easier to get in and out of small city car 
when you have five doors. 

My choice would be the five-door middle of the range SE. 
As a further sweetener towards downsizing and the Citigo, 
what about a five-door SE 999cc engine with an automatic 
gearbox? I don’t think you could get a better small package. 

Skoda has introduced what they say is a simple pricing 
structure, but I find it complicated. The entiy level Citigo 
three-door is £7,630 and the top specification Citigo Elegance 
is £10,415. Skoda then gives you a list of various optional 
extras that you can build into your car. 

All in all, the Citigo will win friends and with Skoda’s rep¬ 
utation of being manufacturers of superb, reliable, quality 
vehicles. I see nothing but another success for the company.

Boxer Prescott dies at 74 


CELEBRATED boxer Johnny Prescott 
has died after a long illness, aged 74. 

The Birmingham heavyweight, 
whose lifestyle focused the sport’s 
media spotlight on the city in the 1960s 
and 70s, died at Good Hope Hospital, 
Sutton Coldfield, on Saturday. He won 
34 out of 49 fights, including 13 knock¬ 
outs. 

National boxing promoter Bruce 
Baker said: “I was only a schoolboy 
boxer when Johnny was fighting, and 
he was definitely one of my idols. 

“He took on some really good people 
and had a fantastic record. 

“He was a true fighter, one of the 
really great heavyweights, an inspira-

tion. It’s very sad - 74 is not very old 
these days. He probably did not get the 
recognition he deserved.” 

The Birmingham City supporter, 
who was brought up by his grand¬ 
mother in Henry Street, Nechells, won 
the Midlands title and challenged for 
the British and Commonwealth 
crowns against Henry Cooper. 

After one win against Brian London 
in Blackpool he was photographed with 
Miss Great Britain Dianne Westbury 
and Miss World Ann Sidney on each 
arm. His first fight came in 1961 when 


he defeated Derek Kilburn on points. 
He then won nine with knockouts, 
including the Midland title against 
Tony Smith. 

He suffered his first defeat when he 
took on Henry Cooper’s twin brother 
Jim in 1963 at the Embassy. But he 
bounced back and arguably his great¬ 
est moment came when he took on 
Henry Cooper at St Andrew’s in 1965. 

The fight was postponed for a day 
because of bad weather and Prescott 
was stopped in the 10th round, but his 
efforts earned compliments from 
critics and champion Cooper. Prescott 
hung up his gloves in 1970 after losing 
on points to Joe Bugner.

TRY as they might to keep a lid on 
the excitement swirling around 
The Hawthorns, the Baggies’ per¬ 
formances are creating a fervour 
they cannot control. 

They reached the 20-point mark with this 
latest impressive day’s work at the DW 
Stadium, writes Steve Madeley. 

And even if players and management 
refuse to abandon their 40-points-first 
mantra, there is now a real possibility that 
ecstatic supporters might re-adjust their 
sights for them. 

Saturday’s victory ticked one of the few 
empty boxes on their early-season CV as 
they recorded a first away league win under 
Clarke’s under-stated but impressive guid¬ 
ance. 

And it left them level with the Premier 
League’s top four with almost a third of the 
season completed. 

Sooner or later, the rest of the country will 
begin to treat Albion as the real deal. 

Dangerous 

And any time now, Clarke and his men 
might just need to consider embracing the 
growing sense of optimism among their sup¬ 
porters that they can adjust their sights this 
season and aim higher than the traditional 
scrap for survival. 

It will take a while before they dare to 
shout from the rooftops. But in quiet con¬ 
versations and private moments, Baggies 
fans are allowing themselves to consider a 
challenge for European football. 

A visit to the in-form and dangerous 
Latics represented another significant 
obstacle in the path of Clarke and his men. 

But, with the same confidence and clarity 
of vision that has underpinned the first 
three months of the new head coach’s 
tenure, they cleared the bar and prepared to 
move on to stiffer challenges that lie ahead. 

It was not a vintage display by Clarke’s 


team, but it was a performance of poise and 
purpose that was good enough to overcome 
a serious hurdle. So far they have found no 
challenge too big and no mission too daunt¬ 
ing to be attacked with conviction. 

And it has all been achieved with Clarke 
enjoying the luxury to rotate an ever- 
improving squad in a way that no previous 
Albion manager has felt able to do. 

He has done so with a sure touch and the 
confidence to make his own mark subtly 
while retaining the best traits of the team he 
inherited. In 11 Premier League outings 
under him, only once have Albion failed to 
perform. Saturday’s scalp is the latest 
reason why the rest of the country might 
soon have to start taking them seriously. 

It took them a while to adjust to the 4-4-2 
system employed by Clarke for the first time 


in competitive action. But they stood firm 
against a brief flurry of Latics attacks in the 
opening half-hour before warming to their 
task and giving their noisy 3,397 fans reason 
to celebrate on 31 minutes. 

Captain Chris Brunt, restored to the 
starting line-up after injury and struggling 
at times in the opening moments, suddenly 
found his range and delivered a perfect cross 
from the left flank. 

James Morrison made superb use of the 
delivery, steaming in and outjumping Gary 
Caldwell to head his team in front. 

By the time Billy Jones galloped forward 
and saw his cross-shot deflected in by Cald¬ 
well for the own-goal that made it 2-0 on 43 
minutes, the Baggies had taken charge of 
the game. 

They made life harder than it need have 


been just a minute later when they nodded 
off and allowed Aruna Kone to turn home a 
Jean Beausejour cross. 

But stand-in goalkeeper Boaz Myhill was 
rarely extended fully after the break with 
Caldwell’s poor header from a set-piece and 
Franco Di Santo’s effort that deflected wide 
of Kone the closest the Latics got to an 
equaliser. 

When the final whistle confirmed another 
fabulous victory for Clarke and Co, the even- 
tempered head coach allowed himself a 
momentary show of joy with a fist pump and 
a smile before getting back ‘on message’. 

But by then the jubilant travelling army 
of followers were in full voice behind 
Myhill’s goal. At this rate, their volume will 
continue to increase along with the height of 
their ambitions.
